Big issues 


HE House of Commons 
will renssemble today in 
an atmosphere — charged 
with expectancy, Most 
ubsorbing subject for both 
government supporters und 
the Opposition is Mr 
Butler's supplementary 
budget which will be pre- 
sented tomorrow. It is cer- 
tain to provoke an 
acrimonious debate and the. 
government's prestige may 
to some degree be impaired. 
There will be no envy.of the 
Chancellor of the — Ex- 
chequer in his delicate 


position, He hna had to con-, 
sider how tough he can be; 


disinfiintionary 

without at the 
sume time bringing the 
wrath of the — electorate 
down on the heads of the 
government. 

Half measures for ending 
what is known as the coun- 
try’s spending spree will 
be futile in their ac- 
complishment; obvertely if 
the restraints are severe the 
Conservatives may — find 
themselves necused of 
following in the footsteps 
of their Socialist predeces- 
sors who lost office targely 
becouse of their continued 
austerity policies. It is an 
unhappy dilemma for Mr 
Butler and hia colleagues. 


HE’ Chancellor has two 

objectives to realise: stop- 

ping excess spending hh 
the domestic market -and 
filling the gaps between im- 
porta and exports upon 
which Britain’s gold re- 
serves depend. To do the 
first he will assuredly in- 
crease purchase tax on 
certain luxury commodi- 
ties, although this in {itself 
wit] not be sufficient, 

He may find {t necessary to 
attack certaln types of 
income nt source, such as 
imposition of a limitation 
on dividends, and he must, 
if only to placate public 
opinion, make provisions 
for a curtailment in govern- 
mont expenditure. 

But whatever measures Mr 
Butler introduces, they will 
not be popular. If he cuts 
agricultural subsidies he 
must inevitably antagonise 
the farmers; if he places 
television sets, cars and 
other luxury goods beyond 
the reach of the wage-earner 
by heavily increased pur- 
chase tax, he will incense 
the general public who today 
are beginning to feel that 
these commodities fall with- 
in tho category of necessi- 
ties. 

The paradox provided by 
apending restraints is that 
at the same time the govern- 
ment has to try and offer 
incentivds to the workers to 
produce and manufacture 
more at competitive world 
prices in order to increase 
exports, The deficit gap can 
ouly be partially bridged by 
restricting imports, and is 
at best a short-term pallia- 
-tive. A constantly growing 

* volume of exports to secured 
markets is the only Insting 
answer to the balance of 
_ payments problem.

The security authorities are now satisfied that the 
third man—the man who warned Burgess and Maclean 
to get out of Britain—was himself 2 Communist agent, 
not just a friend of the diplomats, 


They think he may still hold an

Since MI6 set out 
the third man they have 
established two vital points: 

1.—In ‘the « early afternoon of 
May 25,.1951, a few hours be- 

. fore the two men disappeared 
only a few top officials in the 
Foreign OMce and MI5 — 
perhaps fzwer than 10 men— 
knew Maclean,was to be inter- 
cogated’ av-a suspect. So 
that one of these few must 
‘have warned the ‘diplomats. © 

2—Whooever passed the warning 
clearly knew that Burgess too 
was a spy, working with Mac- 
lean. That was not suspected 
by the authorities at that 
time; it would have been 
known only to somcone also in 
the spy network.

Mo" bridge players think of 
the end play as something 
that happens during tho Jast two 
or three tricks of a hand, This 
is often truce, of course, but 
today's hand shows an end play 
that occurred ‘at the fourth trick. 


South won the opening lead 
with the king of clubs and led 
the ace of hearts, expecting to 
have no trouble with the hand. 
He assumed that the trumps 
would brenk normully, falling in 
two. rounds. South would then 
knock out the ace of diamonds, 
enter dummy with.o trump, and 
discard the low spade on dum- 
my's queen of diamonds, 


West's fallure 4o follow sult 
was a rude shock. It meant that 
South couldn't get to dummy 
with a trump, ‘therefore-couldn’t 
discard on the queen of dia- 
monds, and therefore might Jose 
a apade and a diamond. 


There was always the chance 
that the queen of spades would 
drop on the ace or ting, but

As you remember, South had 
taken the king of clubs and the 
ace of hearts.

What could West return to de- 
feat the slam contract? If West 
returned a club, dummy would 
ruff while South discarded the 
losing spade. If West returned a 
spade, declarer would get a free 
finesse.
